AUTO TAX REPEAL 


President Henry Cites 
Billions Paid In for 
Millions in Roads

“Federal aid is a national 
policy inaugurated in the interest 
of the nation as a whole.” 

In addition to -the big credit 
which auto owners have in the 
Federal treasury, he added, they 
paid $373,000,000 in gasoline taxes 
up to June 30 of this year, while 
in some states they are subjected 
to eight other forms of taxation. 

Big “Melon” Available 

Reinforcing the assurance that 
a “‘taxpayers melon” will be avail- 
able for cutting when Congress 
meets, the Treasury Saturday an- 
nounced a gain of $141,648,000 in 
internal revenue collections for the 
ten months ended October 31. The 
total was $2,295,000,000. 

The fight for the reduction in 
Federal taxes, including the 3 
per cent. automobile excise tax, 
is to be launched at the coming 
short session of Congress, begin- 
ning December 6, and is certain 
to precipitate a pitched battle in 
both houses. 

While automobile manufactur- 
ers would profit indirectly by the 
proposed program, which contem- 
plates a refund or rebate of 10 or 
12 per cent. in private and cor- 
porate income taxes, it appears at 
this time that repeal of the 3 per 
cent, excise tax will only become 
an actuality if the rest of the 
scheme goes through intact. 

In other words, the excise tax 
will be lopped off only as a final 
concession to the Democrats, 


Auto Tax Minimized 


While the automobile excise tax 
is, of course, a paramount issue 
with the industry and regarded as 
a matter of great magnitude in 
the future sale of motor cars, nev- 
ertheless in Washington it is 
viewed as only a drop in the bucket 
in the entire scheme of internal 
revenue taxation. 

The administration is repre- 
sented as being opposed te grant- 
ing any further relief to the 
automobile purchasing public 
under the new tax program, be- 
lieving that a refund to manu- 
facturers will be authorized by 
Congress early in the session. 

Ways and means of reducing the 
country’s taxes were discussed here 
by the Joint Manufacturers’ Spe- 
cial Committee on Federal Taxa- 
tion, meeting at the United States 
Chamber of Commerce. H. H. 
Rice, chairman of the taxation 
committee of the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce, 
spoke for the automotive industry. 
The discussion was devoted almost 
exclusively to reduction of cor- 
poration taxes, 

Immediate repeal of the auto- 


mobile excise tax and all other 
wartime excise taxes was urged 
upon the President by a delegation 
of the chamber, which outlined 


the legislative program which the 
nation’s business interests wish the 
administration to adopt.

TO AUTO TRADE BIG 


‘Millmen Predict Re- 
cord Buying by In- 
dustry in 1926 


HICAGO, Nov. 22.—Saw- 
mill operators in the 
Nerthern and Southern pro- 
, ducing regions are fast clean- 
jing out their dry stocks of 
ithick maple and elm with 
heavy shipments to the auto- 
mobile interests. 

All hardwood items used by the 
motor industry have for some time 
jbeen moving in steady vohime on 
quick shipment orders, and with 
the supply of unsold stocks low the 
price trend in the market for the 
common and better is upward. 

It is predicted by the mill men 
that when the annual business © 
review figures are compiled it 
will show that the 1926 hard- 
wood lumber consumption by 
the automobile interests was the 
heaviest in the history of the in- 
dustry. 

Notwithstanding the recent ree 
ports of some slowing down in car 
production schedules, the buyers 
for the big central states plants 
still are quietly in the market for 

their hardwood requirements. It 
has been a steady demand from 
that source on a market devoid of 
any spectacular features, but the 
volume of business placed with the 
mills has been so large that the 
sawmill operators now find them- 
selves going into winter with their 
supply of dry hardwoods for 
prompt shipment the lowest in 
many previous years at this times 

Reports from the South are 
that many hardwood items used 
by the auto body manufacturers, 
particularly thick elm, are scarce, 
In the North the mills have for 
some time been shipping their 
6/4 and thicker maple and elm 
in the common and better grades 
in excess of current production,

It will be six months before this 
winter’s new cut will be dry and 
in shape for use. The available 
supply of dry elm in the North is 
virtually cleaned out, dry maple is 
scarce, and for months the heaviest 
shipments have beer to the auto- 
mobile trade. 

In the Chicago market, the re- 
port is that the automobile plants 
in Michigan territory are not carry- 
ing large stocks of hardwood lum- 
ber in any of the grades and sizes 
used in that industry. It has been 
a policy of those buyers to con- 
tinue quietly in the market for 
their immediate needs, spreading 
their orders in both the Northern 
and Southern producing regions, 
and stipulating rush shipment on 
all business placed with the mills.

With his usual foresight 
he chose a city whose rail and 
water facilities were fully devel- 
oped, and in picking St. Louis he 
decided this would be the center 
of commerce in the years to come 
because of its central location. 

He believed that transportation 





would become the most important 
phase of America’s industrial prog- 
ress and began his business in a 
small way by upplying vehicles of 
individual transportation. His 
business soon became world-wide, 
and the success of the Banner 
Buggy Company was but a fore- 
runner of the Gardner Motor Com- 
pany'’s development. 

Mr. Gardner's achievement in 
building buggies, and later the pro- 
duction for the Central West of a 
now well known make of automo- 
bile, is history. In a testimonial 
broadcast by the Gardner Motor 
Company upon its fiftieth anniver- 
sary, the following statement in 
honor of Mr. Gardner is apropos:— 

“And now, as we pause to take 
stock of ourselves after fifty years, 
we realize what a splendid creed 
Mr. Gardner's is. We realize the 
full truth of his favorite saying: “A 
business is but the lengthened 
shadow of a man.” 

“We have seen the Gardner busi- 
ness grow and prosper. We have 
seen the number of Gardner dealers 
double, treble and keep on increas- 
ing. We count as warm friends the 
thousands upon thousands of Gard- 
ner owners throughout America 
and foteign lands. 

“Russell E. Gardner, Sr., has 
reached the goal that seemed at 
the distant rainbow’s end fifty 
years ago. He is a recognized fac- 
tor in financial circles. But his 
deepest satisfaction comes from the 
thought that he has always been 
a leader in giving his fellowmen 
dependable transportation ata cost 
in keeping with the value of his
